PARIS, March 6.—There was no in- 


fantry fighting north of Verdun last 
night, the War Office announced today. 
The statement says: 


“In the region north of Verdun the 
nighc passed without any infantry ac- 
tion. The artillery action continued vio- 
lently on the left bank of the Meuse 
and intermittently in the sector to the 
west of Dovaumont and in the Woevre. 

“Our batteries have actively bornbard- 
ed the communications of the enemy. 
The night was calm on the rest of the 
front.”’ 

Yesterday was a good day for the 
French at Verdun, according to in- 
formation received today, and public 
confidence is greatly strengthened by 
the news of the continued repulses of | 
the German attacks. The opinion now 
begins to prevail that the great efforts 
of the Germans will be more easily dis- 
posei than was at first expected. 

Having failed to make any impression 
on the Dovaumont position and on Vaux 
to its right, the German general staff 
determined to smash the French left on 
the Vacherauville Wood-Cote du Poivre 
position. Without regard to cost the 
best troops were hurled forward, but 
with no more success than elsewhere, 

French Have Pienty of Shells.

of dead. The French infantry, supported 
by their formidable artillery, which will 
never henceforth lack © ammunition, 
showed themselves able to resist the on- 
slaught. 

On the left bank of the Meuse artillery 
on both sides thundered all day long. 
‘the French infantry remains there 
ready for any eventuality, although the 
military experts believe it is extremely 
doubtful that the Germans will attempt 
to storm the L’Homme Mort key posi- 
tions, for to do so they must deploy over 

plain a mile wide, under cross-fire from 
the heights around. 

It ie chiefly the French artillery which 
is involved in the Woevre fighting. The 
French hold the outskirts of the village 
of Manheulles firmly and have stopped 
all attempts of the Germans to ‘Iebouch 
in that direction. 

An idea of the relatively sinall percent- 
age of French casualties in the Verdun 
battie is considered as deducible from a 
statement made by a Lieutenant who 
has arrived here wounded. “Our losses,”’ 
he said, “are comparatively slight. My 
regiment, for instance, had only 47 killed 
and 35 wounded, This is small for a unit 
which has been acting as support and 
which was engaged in the most violent 
of the fighting." 

French Hold Village Approaches. 

The official statement of the War 
Office last night said: 

“North of Verdun there was a very 
violent bombardment, particularly be- 
tween the Haudremont Wood and Fort 
Dovaumont. The enemy, however, was 
unable to renew his attacks in that re- 
gion. There has been no change as re- 
gards the village of Douaumont, the im- 
mediate approaches to which we hold. 

“In the wood to the east of Vacherau- 
ville, an attack directed by the Germans 
against our advanced position was com- 
pletely repulsed. In the Woevre a pow- 
erful bombardment occurred in the re- 
gion of Fresnes and east of Haudimont. 
Our artillery was very active on the 
whole of the enemy front and cannon- 
aded moving troops to the north of 
Vacherauville, near the Bois des Fosses, 
ond in the neighborhood of Louvemont.” 
Information from semi-official sources 
points out that “it must be demoralizing 
to the Germans to see some 40,000 to 50,000 
corpses of their comrades lying before 
the French lines.”

4 German bodies were counted. after 
the eighth unsuccessful attack.

WHALE CAPSIZES BOAT AND

Monster Which Had Been Harpooned 
Tries to Swallow 30-Foot Shell, 
Then Strikes It. ; 

NEW BEDFORD, Mass., March 6.—A 
whale boat’s crew from the bark Alice 
Knowles of this port, while fast to a 
whale which had been struck off the 
coast of Africa, was attacked by the 
monster. The whale was dragging the 
whale boat at the rate of 10 miles an 
hour when it stopped, gave a swing 
sideways and tried to seize the boat in 
its jaws. 

The crew managed to swing the boat 
clear of the threatening jaws, but the 
monster, turning partly around, 
switched its flukés upward, catching the 
30-foot boat directly under the bow, 
where the mate stood. The boat went 
into the air. Mate Pina and the bow 
oarsman, Fidely Cecelia, were killed by 
the blow.

ARMED ShIP ISSUE 
WILL BE DEBATED 
A HOURS IN HOUSE 


Agreement Reached on_ Special 
Rule Which Will Be Re- 
ported Tomorrow. 


VOTE IS EXPECTED THEN 


Administration Leaders Say 
Resolution Will Be Crushed 
—Bryan Again in Capital. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 6.—President 


Wilson appealed directly today to Rep- 
resentatives Bennett and wenroot, Re- 
publican members of the House Rules 
Committe, to consider the armed ship 
issue without partisan bias and assist 
in getting a vote on a resolution warn- 


ing Americans off armed ships. 

Yor an hour he discussed the foreign 
situation with the two Republican mem- 
bers, and told them of the necessity of 
demonstrating that reports abroad that 
the majority of Congress was not with 
him were erfoneous. 

After the conference Representative 
Lenroot. said the Republicans had no 
intention of bringing party considera- 
tions into the issue. Both he and 
Representative Bennet refused to dis- 
cuss the details of the conference. lhey 
left the White House to attend a meet- 
ing of the Rules Committee. 

Rule Agreed Upon. 

The House Rules Committee’ today 
agreed upon, and will bring into the 
House tomorrow a special rule for four 
hours’ debate on the McLemore reso- 
lution warning Americans off armed 
ships of the European belligerents. This 
action puts the much-discussed resolu- 
tion into a parliamentary position, 
where administration leaders are confi- 
dent they can kill it. 

The four hours’ debate will be evenly 
divided between the administration 
forces and ‘those opposed to it and will 
be preceded by an hour and a half of 
debate on the adoption of the special 
rule, Sai 

The rule will provide that after the 
four hours’ debate the McLemore reso- 
lution will be before the House for ac- 
tion. The program is to table it, as 
}was- done with” the "Gore resolution in 
the Senate, thus expressing the senti- 


no legislation whatever regarding the 
traveling of Americans on armed ships 
shall be enacted. 

The text of the rule agreed upon fol- 
lows. 

*‘*Kesolved, That immediately upon the 
adoption of this resolution, the House 
shall proceed to the consideration of 
House resolution 147 (the McLemore 
resolution), that there shall be four 
hours’ general debate, one-half to be 
controlled by the gentleman from Vir- 
ginia, Mr. Flood, and one-half by the 
gentleman from Wisconsin, Mr. Cooper: 
that at the conclusion of said general 
debate, the said resolution shall be con- 
sidered under the general rules of the 
House.” 

Republicans on the Rules Committee 
voted solidly against the rule, while 
Democrats unanimously supported it. 

Mann Against Any Vote, 

When Representative Gardner declared 
in the House today that there should 
be a clear vote on the armed-ship sub- 
ject, Republican Leader Mann _  an- 
nounced that he was against bringing 
the matter up in the House at all. 

“I have believed,”’ said Mann, “‘in let- 
ting the’ House attend to its constitu- 
tional duties and letting the President 
attend to his constitutional duties.”’ 

The House resounded with cheers when 
Representative Mann took the floor and 
assailed Americans who might involve 
the country in war by traveling on 
armed ships. 

“I hope our qgitizens never will be put 
to the test of having to fight because 
some fool has involved us by entering 
upon a joy ride,’’ he shouted. 

Members Lunch With Bryaa. 

While the Rules Committee was 
meeting Representative Bailey of Penn- 
Sylvania telephoned invitations to Sena- 
tors and Representatives to lunch with 
William J. Bryan at 1 o’clock at a hotel 
near the Capitol.

YOU “DON'T CARE A D——N” 


Harvard Discoverers Assert It Is 
Merely Repeating Persian Phrase, 2 
“Dam” Being Coin of Little Value. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 6.—The 
man that put the dash in d—n was 
wrong. It doesn’t belong there. Harvard 
students studying numismatics have dis- 
covered that the original was a Persian 

coin and not a cuss word’at all. 

The story from Bagdad brought vy 
the Harvard discoverers, is that once 
the Persians had a complete coinage 
System. The smallest coin in size and 
value was a dam, the worthlessness of 
which is exceeded only by Mexican and 
Stage money. 

Under these circumstances it became 
a@ custom for Persian sports to say 
that they “didn®* care a dam” about 
this or that, to show their utter in- 
difference, and from the Persian phrase 
Came the American idiom. In the days 
following 177%, the expression was para- 
phrased for Ameriean use, and people 
said the “didn't care a continental,” 
that being a piece of paper currency 
whose value was much in doubt. 


THREE BIG U, $, WARSHIPS 
TO BE STRICKEN FROM LIST 


Alabama, Chio and Georgia Called 
Useless in Modern YVarfare and 
Likely Will Necome Training Vessels. 
PHILADELPHIA, March 6.—The )t- 
tleships Alabama, Ohio and Georgia a'e 
to be stricken from the navy's rost-r as 
fighting units and probably will erd 
their days as training ships for the 
naval reserve, officers of the Phil1- 
delphia navy yard say. It is asserted 
that ‘“‘despite their excellent condition 
they are obsolete and serve no purpose 
other than to retard the progress and 
impair the efficiency of first line ships.’

AUSTRIA DECLARES SHE IS AT 
WAR WITH SMALLEST REPUBLIC 


Refuses to Give Up San Marino Pris- 
oners Because of Alfeméd. 
Neutrality Breach. — 
ROME, March 6.—Austria considers 
herself at war with the republic of San 
Marino, according to the message con- 
veyed by Frederick C. Penfield, Amer- 
ican Ambassador to Austria-Hungary 
to the regents of the smallest republic 
in the world, who had applied through 
him to have their citizens interned in 
Austria released. Austria justified her 
refusal with the statement that San 
Marino has committed a serious breach 
cf neutrality. 


The republic of San Marino, in North- 
ern Italy, 14 miles southwest of Rimini, 
is 22 square miles in area and has a 
population of 9500. This little state has 
had an existence of about 1000 years.

T0 TAX TRADING: 


STAMPS UPHELD 


Supreme Court Holds Regula- 
tion of Coupons Is Within 
Scope of Laws. 


WASHINGTON,. March 6.—By holding 
that the states have the power to impose 
taxes, large or small, on trade coupons 
redeemable in premiums, the Supreme 
Court today put the legality of premium 
advertising by which it is estimated 
$125,000,000 worth of merchandise is sold 
annually, within the scope of staie laws, 

The widespread practice of giivng cou- 
pons with cigars, cigarettes and tobac- 
cv, or premium slips or trading stamps 
with other merchandise, was thus held’ 
to be entirely under the control of the 
states. : 

The Court upheld the constitutional- 
ity of laws in Florida and Washington 
imposing se taxes, and dismissed the 
appeal of F. S. Pitney of Seattle, Wash., 
convicted Aon vidlating the Washington 
trading stamp law in that he, as mana- 
ger and agent of the Unit Cigar 
Stores Co., in connection with a sale 
to a customer gave a trading stamp or 
coupon. 

The Supreme Court never hag passed 
on the question before, but some State 
held coupon regulation 
laws unconstitutional. Premium adver- 
tising has been held legal, however, in 
Alabama, California, Colorado, Georgia, 
Maryland, Nebraska, Missouri, Illinois, 
Rhode Island and New York.

500° Men Agree to Return to 
Work After.

A strike of about 500 workmen at 
the plant of the American Stove Co., 
King’s highway and Daggett avenue, 
which has been in progress about three 
weeks, was settled this morning after 
a conference of a committee of the 
strikers with the Rev. Father Tim 
Dempsey. Father Dempsey said the 
men have agreed to go back to work 
and the company has announced they 
will be taken back as fast as there is 
room for ‘them. 

The difficulty was not over wages, F'a- 
ther Dempsey said, but over the policy 
of the company toward unton’ men. He 
found that it was an open-shop em- 
ploying ‘about’ balf union men and half 
nonunion. The union men’ struck’ be- 
cause the company refused to collect the 
dues of:union men who were in arrears. 
Father Dempsey told the wnion men 
their own organization should handle 
the matter of dues, and they 
agreed to this. - 

The stove company euaties to the Fed- 
eral Court recently for an injunction to 
prevent the strikers and members of the 
union from congregating near’its plant. 
This was set for a hearing last week, 
but was continued to March 16 upon the 
promise of the attorney for the union 
men that the latter would not go to the 
factory. 

Father Dempsey said that so far as he 
knows this settles all strikes.in the city 
except that of the boiler makers. which 
has been on for about six months. He 
said he would endeavor to get the strik- 
ers and empjoyers together and settle 
that strike, Gnaking St. Louis a city 
without a strike. Father Dempsey has 
used his influence on several previous 
occasions to adjust differences between 
employers and their workmen.

“SPIRIT OF EMDEN LIVES,” 
SAY GERMAN ‘PAPERS OF 
MOEWE'S SAFE RETURN 


They Declare Germany 


Alone Is Unconquerable 


at Sea and Urge That More Raiders 
Be Sent Out From Kiel. 


BERLIN, via London, March 6.—The 
Berlin newspapers declare the adventure 
of the Moewe, which has returned to @ 
German port, to have been one of the 
great events of the war, and urge the 
Government to permit other ships to go 
out on aimilar missions from Kiel. 

The Lokal Anzeiger says: “We are 
deeply proud of the Moewe. Her daring 
has written her glorious name in every 
German heart.” 

The Vossische Zeitung says: “The 
Moewe proves to England that Ger- 
many alone is unconquerable at sea.” 

The Berliner Tageblatt says: “Ths 
Moewe's return shows that the Bmden 
spirit ever lives in the German navy. 
Her commander and crew are sure of 
the eternal gratitude of Germany.” 

Official announcement was made by 
the Naval General Staff yesterday that 
the Moewe had returned to a German 
port with 199 prisoners and $250,000 in 
gold bars. The announcement says 15 
vessels were sunk by the Moewe, which 
also laid mines at several points. One 
of these mines, it is stated, sank the 
British battleship King Edward VII. 
The announcement says: 

“The Naval General Staff states that 
H. M. 8. Moewe, Commander-Captain 
Count von Dokna-Scholdien, after a suc- 
cessful cruise’ lasting several months, 
arrived today at some home port with 
four British officers, 29 British marines 
and sailors, 166 men of crews of enemy 
steamers, among them 103 Indians, as 
prisoners, and 1,000,000 marks in sold, 
bars. 

“The vessel captured the following en- 
emy steamers, the greater part of which 
were sunk and a small part of which 
were sent as prizes’ to neutral ports: 

‘The British steamer Corbridge, 3687 
tons; Author, 3496 tons, Trader, 3608 tons; 
Ariadne, 3085 tons; Dromonby, 3627 tons; 
Farringford, 3146 tons; Clan Mactavish, 
6816 tons; Appam, 7781 tons; Westburn. 
3300 tons; Horace, 3335 tons; Flamenco, 
4629 tons; Saxon Prince, 3471 tons; the 
British sailing vessel Edinburgh, 1473 
tons; the French steamer Maroni, 3103 
tons; the Belgian steamer Luxembourg, 
4322 tons. 

“At several points on the enemy coast 
the Moewe also laid out mines, to which, 
among others, the battleship King Ed- 
ward VII fell victim.’’ 


PRAISE IN LONDON 
FOR MOEWE’S FEA! 


LONDON, March 6.—Most of the Lon- 
don newspapers this morning “give’ the 
news of the escape of the German raid- 
er Moewe without comment. The naval 
correspondent of the Times, however, 
publishes an article in the course of 
which he says: 

“Apparently the raider started home 
before the rteamship Westburn was sent 
into and thus endeavored to mis- 
lead ships in the chase of her into the 
belief that she was still engaged in 
operating in the Atlantic. 

“The boast that one of ths mines 
which the Moewe taid out destroyed the

Says Return a Spectactiar Feat. 

The Moewe, previously made famous 
by her exploits, has performed one of 
the most spectacular feats of the war 
on the seas by reaching a home port in 
safety. The great German naval port 
of Milhelmshaven is on the North Sea, 
which is patrolled with ceaseless vigi- 
lance by British warships. It is 
through these waters, which have been 
blocked off in districts for patrol by the 
different British units, that the Moewe 
must have threaded her way to home 
and safety. 

At least part of the gold captured by 
the Moewe was taken from the Appam, 
-which put in at Newport News several! 
weeks ago under command of Lieut. 
Berg with a German prize crew. 

Announcement was made in London 
Jan. 10 that the British battleship King 
Edward VII had been blown up by a 
tnine. The place at which the disaster 
cecurred was not revealed by the Brit- 
ish Admiraity. It was said no lives 
were lost and only two men were in- 
jured. 

The Moewe first became famous when 
the Appam reached Newport News, 
with a story which astonished the 
world. It was learned that the com- 
merce raider had captured and sunk 
seven British vessels in the main line 
of traffic between South Africa and 
Europe, in addition to seizing the Ap- 
pam which had been almost given up 
for lost. 

The next heard of the German raidgr 
was on the arrival at Canary Islands 
late last months of the Westburn in 
charge of a German prize crew. It was 
then said that the Moewe had sunk 
five more steamships off the coast of 
Brazil. 

The Saxon, Prince and Maroni proba- 
bly were captured by the Moewe on her 
way back to Germany, as their sailing 
dates show they were both on the high 
seas toward the end of February. 

Identity Not Established. 

The identity of the Moewe has not 
been established definitely. Prisoners 
from captured ships which were trans- 
ferred to the Westburn said on their ar- 
rival at the Canary Islands that the 
Moewe’s guns were smaller than seven 
inches. According to one report, she 
was formerly .a tramp steamship, one 
of several of which had been fitted out 
with guns as commerce raiders. The 
last previous report of the Moewe was 
that she parted company with the 
Westburn on Feb. 9. 

Count von Dohna, the Moewe’s com- 
mander, belongs to the Schlodien or Si- 
lesian branch of his family, which is 
headed by Prince Richard von Dohna. 
He formerly commanded the gunboat 
Tsing-Tau in the China Seas. It was 
reported last mionth that the count was 
in command of the German raider 
Ponga, which was said to have made 
her way out of Kiel several weeks ago. 

The captains of the British steamers 
sunk by the Moewe, who were sent to 
the United States on board the Appam. 
said the Moewe was the converted fruit 
trader Ponga. Lieut. Berg of the Ap- 
pam in denying this, and also a report 
that the raider was the German cruiser 
Roon, said the ship was “his majesty’s 
Moewe.”’

German Gazette publishes President 
Wilson's letter to Senator Stone, as for- 
warded by an English news agency. 
With the letter the Gazette publishes 
an official statement, quoted by the 
Overseas News Agency as follows. 

“The principles set forth in the Ger- 
man memorandum are by no means con- 
trary to international law. The secret 
orders of the British,navy given in the 
memorandum expresely instruct armed 
British merchantmen, not only to de- 
fend themselves, but also to attack. 

“Numerous incidents cited in the 
memorandum give. further proof that 
the ships follow this instruction. Ac- 
cording to international law such ves. 
sels cease to be peaceful trading 
ships. 

“On the other hand, the attitude 
adopted by our enemies appears as a 
gross breach of the law of nations, since 
they. commit acts of warfare by the use 
of merchantmen, which only real men 
of war are qualified to commit.’’ 

The Overseas News Agency also says: 

“An English news agency publishes 
a statement according to which Brit- 
ish armed merchantmen are allowed to 
open fire on submarines or other men of 
war only in self defense, stating thax 
the German interpretation that mer- 
chantment have been ordered to take 
the offensive is false..”’ 

It is stated semi-officially in German 
newspapers ‘that British instructions 
have been added to the published docu- 
ments, photographic reproductions of 
these instructions having been made. 
They prove the true character of the so- 
called ‘“‘merchantmen armed for ds- 
fense.’’ 

“The character of these instructions is 
shown clearly by the emphatic request 
to keep secret, as well as by the fact 
that regular gunners are employed. 

“Numerous unprovoked attacks on 
German submarines prove that these in- 
structions have been understood per- 
fectly by British merchantmen.” 

The following statements are made by 
“a competent German authority.” ac- 
cording to the Overseas News Agency: 

“For three weeks England attempted 
tu deny the existence of secret orders 
for the use of armament for offensive 
purposes. But now the British Admiral- 
ty apparently is compelled to recognize 
the accuracy of the German memoran- 
dum. (This refers to the German de- 
cree of last month that armed merchant- 
men would be treated as warships, to 
which were attached appendices, one of 
which gave what was said to be the 
text of the British Admiralty’s instruc- 
tions.) 

“The British Admiralty states its in- 
structions were issued On Oct. 20, 1915, 
but the steamship Woodfield, which was 
being used by the British Admiralty as 
a transport ship, did not leave England 
until Oct. 26. Nevertheless she had on 
board instructions dated May 31, 1915. 
(The Woodfield was sunk in the Mediter- 
ranean by a German submarine). There- 
fure, it is necessary to assume that the 
so-called orders of Oct. 20 have only 
now been manufactured. Apparently it 
also seems advisable, for political rea- 
sons, to make these orders more gentle, 
or, as the British Admiralty said, to 
improve them. This authority further 
states it is not true that the addition 
to the German prize rules of June, 1914, 
concedes rights of resistance. The par- 
agraph referred to is: 

“If an armed hostile merchantman 
offers armed resistance against mear- 
ures regulated by prize law, resistance 
must be broken by all means.’ 

“It is further said that the members 
of the crew are to be treated as nris- 
oners of war. This is done in order that 
the crew willenot be made to suffer bo- 
cause of obedience to instructions in 
violation of law which are issued hy 
superiors. The order does not touch the 
question how to treat an armed mer- 
chantman which employs its armament 
to make an attack. Such a procedure. 
if directed against other merchantmen, 
is called piracy. 

“The new British instructions cortain 
an order to attack every submarire 
which is sighted. The attempt to call 
such attacks a measure of defense is 
pitiful. Furthermore, it was necessary 
to ask how this order is compatible 
with the solemn assurance of the Brit- 
ish Government that British merchant- 
men shall not fire if not fired at. It 
may, therefore, be expressly stated that 
the British Admiralty has ordered 
armed merchantmen to attack every 
submarine sighted merely on suspicion 
that the submarine may have hostile 
intentions. This corroborates the con- 
clusion set forth in the German imem- 
orandum wherein it is sald: ‘By tnis 
is rendered clear that armed English 
merchant ships have official permission 
treacherously to attack German subma- 
rines everywhere when they come near 
them; that is, to wage War against them 
unscrupulously.’

RAIN OF NINE-INCH SHELLS 
DROPS INTO VERDUN WHICH 


HAS DESERTED 


Associated Press Correspondent Finds That 
Little Damage Has Been Done However 
—Incidents of the Fighting for 
Possession of Fortress.

By Associated Press. 
VERDUN, March 6.—Nine-inch shells 


gre falling around the Goth bridges and 


1ailway stations.of Verdun today. They 
come from long-range guns—seven miles 
away—and drop methodivcally. 

The gendarmes on duty near one gate 
tuld the Associated Press correspondent 
he had kept a tally of those that fell 
last night and that there were 117 of 
them. The correspondent, sheltered by 
a massive earth and stone work at one 
of the gates, counted projectiles ex- 
piloding about three minutes apart in 
the neighborhood. The German gun- 
ners are trying.to break the communi- 
cation through Verdun. Strangely 
enough, not a bridge nor an entrance 
to the abandoned fortifications has been 
struck directly. Splinters from shells 
have chipped some of the structures, 
but none of them had been destroyed. 
The city is vacant. It is more like the 
ghost of a city than a modern, well- 
built town. ‘There are no civilians and 
no soldiers here. Firemen have re- 
mained, however, and are busy stop- 
ping the work of the incendiary bombe 
A detachment of gendarmes is on duty 
as a precaution against any stray 
plundering. 

Twenty-two thousand persons lockec 
their doors, and with a small allow- 
ance of personal baggage, left the town 
by order. 

City Is Little Damaged. 

Transportation was provided for them 
without deranging the enormous military 
requirements of the moment. One can 
walk through miles of streets with shut-f 
tered windows without seeing a person 
either in uniform or out of uniform. The 
city is little damaged. 

The Associated Press correspondent aid 
not see a building that had been hit in 
the Rue Mazel, the principal business 
street of Verdun. Only one place was 
open. It was the Cafe de la Paix, and 
its doors were wide open for the con- 
venience of the firemen and gendarmes. 
In front of it stood the proprietor, the 
cnly civilian remaining in the city. 

But off the Rue Mazel in various quar- 
ter houses had been struck by shelis. 
One shell had hit the annex to the hotel, 
“The Sturdy Cock,”’ weli known to tour- 
ists. It was one of the first of the 
lé-inch shells that had reached the city. 
The four-storied corner building had col- 
lapsed into secondhand building mate- 
rial. 

Numerous other shells had fallen on 
the eminence where the cathedral of 
Notre Dame and the church building 
stands. One gable of the cathedral had 
been knocked off and the handsom: 
stained glass windows shattered by con- 
cussions. Otherwise the cathedral had 
not been injured. A\girl’s seminary ad- 
joining it, however, was a mass of ruins. 


Visited Verdun Fort. 
In one house a life-size statue of Joan 


of Are holding the flag of France stood 
upright among a wilderness of stone 
and woodwork. A child’s doll, beheaded. 
lay near by. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
with the officers of the general staff 
went to one of the forts defending Ver- 
dun. It was on the heights of the 
Meuse. On a clear dad the whole field 
of the fighting which began 13 days ago, 
would have been easily visible, but in 
the somber weather with occasional 
flurries of snow Douaumovnt, which 
has been taken and retaken several 
times, was barely discernible. 

A tremendous canonade was going on. 
Many hundreds of guns on both sides 
were in action, mostly of the heavier 
calibers. The detonationn were noi 
counted. They were great and smail 
and near and remote. Two or three 
houses were burning in the valley. Oc- 
casionally a flash of fire was perceived 
on the edge of the horizon. 

An artillery officer in the party in 
describing the bombardment on the first 
day of the action said: 

“Eighty thousand shells fell in one 


five or six hundred yards deep. These 
80,000 shells fell in seven hours and were 
so disposed that the cr&ter of one cut 
into the crater of others, pulverizing 
any resisting substance. 

“As a matter of fact, many shells diac 
not explode because they struck the 
soft earth which is saturated by the 
spring rain * * * 

There was a ripping souad in the air 
at this moment like the tearing. of 
parchment and something fell about 2) 
yards away. 

“There,” continued the officer, ‘is 
an example. The shell did not burs*.”’ 

There was talk among the officers 
present as to the number of shelis. 
which had been used. The civilian re- 
marked that he had heard that the ‘der- 
mans had thrown 2,000,000, but this was 
regarded by the technical observers in 
the party as a low estimate. The nuin- 
ber was thought to bre somewhere be- 
tween 4,000,000 and 6,000,000. “The differ- 
ence between .the French attack in 
Champagne last September and the Ger- 
man attack here,” explained a general 
staff officer. “is that our adversaries 
made no reply virtually to vur three 
days’ preparatory bombardment, whlie 
we have replied continuously with ever- 
increasing power, so that now our &r- 
tillery dominates.”’

Sees Many German Prisoners. 
The Associated Press correspondent 


saw many German prisoners. They ap- 
peared to be in good physical condition 
and occasionally were talkative. They 
told of an order or proclamation by the 
Crown Prince, jssued to the troops and 
read to them by their officers just be- 
fore the attack began, saying in sub- 
stance: 

“We are about to pulverize the ene- 
my’s trenches with our artillery. They 
will be so torn up and disorganized that 
when you rush forward to occupy them 
you will find that you can do so at the 
parade march. You will find little or no 
resistance."’ 

“Eighty thousand German dead is 
what the living find,” said a general 
officer. 

The correspondent has been to the 
front many times, but has never seen 
yet such activity behind the lines. The 
train service between Paris and the 
Verdun region for civilian passengers 
has been suspended, and it was neces- 
sary to come hereby automobile. All 
the roads behind that part of the front 
are crowded with transports. There are 
three to four times morerwf these ‘than 
at the usual encampments.

NEW YORK, ay "3.—British spies, 
it was learned yesterday, have been 
traveling back and forth on the vesssis 
of the Holland-America Line, mingling 
with other passengers and obtaining [n- 
formation, much of which has aided the 
British authorities in their examination 
of travelers in the Downs or at Fal- 
mouth. 

Four men, suspected of being spies, 
were passengers on the Rotterdam, 
which arrived here yesterday with 6 
first cabin,. 305 second cabin and sl 
steerage passengers. Two of the pas- 
sengers in the first cabin reported that 
articles had been stolen from their 
staterooms. 

One of them was Frank F. Foote, rep- 
resentative of Carson, Pirie, Scott & 
Co. of Chicago, who returned from a 
busineges trip to England. He did not gv 
to the continent and boarded the liner 
at Falmouth, where the British took all 
her mall, which amounted to 14% bags. 
It was from Holland, Switzerland, Hun- 
gary, Germany and ‘‘urkey. 

Instructions had been given by the 
British Admiralty not to hold the Rot- 
terdam at the Downs, but to permit her 
to proceed to Falmouth and examine 
her passengers there, This saved much 
delay, and she made the voyage here 
from Rotterdam in 12 days. 

After the examination of the passen- 
gers from Rotterdam those from En- 
gland were permitted to go aboard. 

Foote said that after dinner one night 
he decided to go on the inclosed deck 
for a walk and took off his dinner coat, 
putting on a sack coat and turning up 
the collar to keep warm. He hung his 
dinner coat in his stateroom, he said, 
and left some personal and business let- 
ters, a photograph and his American 
passport in the inside pocket. On his 
return to his stateroom he discovered 
that the letters, photograph and pass- 
port were missing. He immediately re 
ported the matter to Purser Van Wyk, 
who in turn notified Capt. J. Baron. 

“The letters were of no interest to the 
uuthcrities of any belligerent naticn.”’ 
T'-ote said yesterday. The photograpn 
was merely a snapshot of a group of 
passengers taken on the Rotterdam when

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VERDUN OFFENSIVE 
ANOTHER GALLIPOL! 
SAYS NORTHCLIFFE 


Coming of Assault Announced 
and French Were Ready 
for It. 


CLIMAX NOT REACHED 


Publisher Says 
Ready to Make Much Greater 
Sacrifices of Men. 


LONDON, March 6.—The Times pub- 
lishes an account of the present situa-. 
tion around Verdun, written by Lord 
Northcliffe, publisher of the Times, the 
Daily Mail and other papers. The writer 
believes the conflict here has not yet 
reached the climax of intensity and that 
the Germans will face even greater loss- 
es and resort to new expedients before 
accepting a repulse. 

Nevertheless, Lord Northcliffe’s view- 
point is optimistic. He dilates on the 
slightness of the French losses, as com- 
pared with those of the Germans. The 
German losses he estimated at 100,60 
men. 

The following are some of the striking 
passages from Lord Northcliffe’s story: 

“What are the secret motives under- 
lying the German attempt to break the 
French line at Verdun, in which the 
Crown Prince’s army is incurring such 
appalling losses? Is it financial, in view 
of the coming war loan? Is it dynastie, 
or ts it intended to influence doubting 
neutrals? 

Attack Earlier Than Planned. 

“From the evidence of German desert- 
ers it is known that the attack was 
originglly intended to take place a 
month or two hence, when the groun4 
was dry. Premature spring caused the 
Geramns to accelerate their plans. There 
were two final delays owing to bad 
weather, and then came the colossa: 
cnslaught of Feb. 21. The Germans 
made a®* good many of the faults the 
British made at Gallipoli. They an- 
nounced that something large was pend- 
ing by closing the Swiss frontier. The 
French were fully warned by their own 
pstute intelligence department. Thetr 
neroplanes were not idle, and if cuon- 
firmation were needed it was given by 
deserters who, surmising the horrors tiv 
come, crept out of the trenches at night 
and lay down by the edge of the Meuss 
until morning and then gave themseives 
up, together with information that has 
since proved accurate. 

“Things went wrong with the Ger- 
mans in other ways. A Zeppelin that 
was to have blown up important rail- 
way junctions on the French line of 
communication was brought down at 
Revigne. Then the gigantic effort of 
eb. 21 was frustrated by the coolness 
end tenacity of the French soldiers and 
the deadly curtain of fire of their gun- 
nere."’ 

Weather Conditions Bad. 

“It cannot be pretended that the Ger- 
man attack has in it anything of a mili- 
tary necessity. It was urged forward 
at a time of the year when weather 
conditions might prove a serious handi- 
cap in moving big guns and in the ob- 
servation by an aeroplane. Changes in 
temperature are somewhat more fre- 
quent there than elsewhere, and so sud- 
den are these changes that not long 
ago there occurred the following inci- 
dent—one of nature’s romantic remind- 
ers of her power: 

“The opposing French and German 
trenches, their parapets hard frozen, 
were s0 close that they were actually 
within hearing of each other. Toward 
dawn a rapid thaw set in and the para- 
pets melted and subsided and two long 
lines of men stood up, naked as it were, 
before each other, face to face with 
only two possibilittes—wholesale murder 
or a temporary unofficial peace for the 
making of fresh parapets. The situa- 
tion was astounding—unique in the his- 
tory of trench warfare. 

“The French and German officers, 
without conferring, turned their backs 
80 that they might not see officially so 

} @ soené. And the men on 
-pi@e rebuilt the parapets without 
the firing of a single shot. This serves 
to illustrate the precarious weather, in 
which the Germans have undertaken an 
adventure in which the elements play 
such a part.

COL. HOUSE TELLS 


PRESIDENT ABOUT 
VISIT: 10 EUROPE 


Later Will See Cabinet Members, 
but Parries Reporters’ Ques- 
* tions About Mission. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—Col. E. M. 
House, who returned yesterday after 
visiting Berlin, London and Paris as a 
Special envoy of President Wilson, con- 
ferred with the President today and told 
him of the results of his mission. 


Col. House parried questions as to 
the status of the armed ship contro- 
versy with the statement that those in 
Washington knew more about the sub- 
ject than he did. He refused to discuss 
any pending diplomatic questions. 
When Col. House returned from his 
previous trip to Europe as the Presi- 
dent’s special envoy, he consented to be 
quoted as saying that President Wilson 
Was the man likely to restore peace to 
Durope. Today he would not consent to 
repeat. the statement, saying that he 
would make no comment on the foreign 
situation. 

Col. House is understood to have 
told President Wilson he found no 
more prospects for peace during his 
recent visit to the capitals of bellig- 
erent nations than he did on his visit 
last spring. 

Col. House said he expected to see 
members of the Cabinet and sone per- 
sonal friends before léaying for New 
York tomorrow. 

When Col. House left for Europe re- 
ports were persistent that he went 
abroad to investigate the peace situa- 
tion, but that was emphatically denied 
Lansing. 

it was understood todady that he ex- 
pressed great admiration for the way 
American diplomats abroad were carry- 
ing on their work. He told the Presi- 
dent in detail about the state of public 
sentiment, both in Germany, France and 
England and ig understood to have had 
much to say on the feeling in Germany 
in support of the submarine policy.

RAID IN ENGLAND 


LONDON, March 6.—Twelve persons 
were killed and 33 injured in last night's 
Zeppelin raid on the northeast coast of 
England. Three Zeppelins took part in 
the attack. This information was given 
cut officially today. 

The official statement, follows: 

“The number of Zeppelins which took 
part in last night’s raid is now believed 
to have been three. After crossing the 
coast, the airships took various courses. 
and from the devious nature of their 
flight apparently were uncertain as to 
their bearings. The area visited in- 
cluded Yorkshire, Lincolnshire, Rutland, 
Huntingdon, Cambridgeshire, Norfolk, 
Essex and Kent. 

“As far as is known, about 40 bombs 
were dropped. The casualties, so far 
as ascertained, amount to: Killed, 3 
men, 4 women, 5 children; injured, 33. 

“The material damage was: Two 
terrace houses practically destroyed, 
one office, one public house, a cafe, 
and several shops partly destroyed, and 
a block of almshouses badly damaged.” 

In one of the principal areas visited a 
block of workingmen’s dwellings was 
demolished. A woman and her four chil- 
dren, all under 9 years of age, were 
killed. The woman’s husband was taken 
tu a hospital in a serious condition. 
The number of casualties reported is 
much smaller than that of the previous 
Zeppelin raid in which 67 persons were 
killed and 117 injured. This raid, made 
on Jan. $1, was over the middle eastern 
counties.

Russians Bombard Turkish Coast 120 
Miles West of Trebizond. 
PETROGRAD, March 6.—The Russian 
Black Sea fleet is extending thé scope 
of its operations far to the westward of 
Trebizond and has bombarded the mouth 
of the Terma River; where a fleet of 
sailing vessels had taken refuge. The 

Terma is 120 miles west of Trebizond. 
Thirty miles east of the Terma the fire 
of the warships destroyed barricddes and 
depots and many Turkish craft. Along 
the coast line included between these 
two points the Russians during the last 
few days have sunk more than 3 sail- 
ing vessels laden with war supplies. 

The civil population of Trebizond is re- 
ported to have virtually all left the city, 
those remaining falling victims, accord- 
ing to advices here, to the demorailzed 
Turkish soldiery, who are said to be 
looting stores and creating a reign of 
terror. 

The Russian front southward of the 
Caucasian theater extends for a distance 
of 270 miles. Military critics emphasize 
the caution and deliberation which are 
characterizing the advance along this 
whole front, the difficulties of which 
multiply daily with the increasing dis- 
tance from the Russian bases in con- 
trast with the impetuosity of the earlier 
days of the campaign. 

The Russian advance is still 260 miles 


lfrom the nearest point of approach to 


the Bagdad Railway, south of Bitlis, 
namely Raselein.

Publish IhHustrated Booklet, ‘‘In 
side-Out,’’ and Are Likely to 
Be Put Out.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 6.—it 15 
Lredicted by students of Harvard Uni- 
versity that the daring publication of 
‘Harvard Inside-out” will land Elmer &. 
Hagler and Robert C. Bacon of the ser- 
ior class outside of Harvard. This is a 
bcoklet containing more than 3% car- 
toons of the Harvard faculty and 
‘*knocks’’ on the professors’ hobbies, °c- 
centricities and vanities. 

Hagler, whose editorials in the Crim- 
son and the Lampoon have not endeared 
him to the faculty, wrote and illustrated 
the booklet; it was copyrighted and puo- 
lished by Bacon.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—As a result 
of the street car strike here the compa- 
nies began running cars today with the 
few men who stuck to their posts, and 
recruit crews of inspectors, clerks, ma- 
chinists and former employes. The serv- 
ice was only about 2% per cent of nor- 
mal and between 8 and 9 o’clock. when 
at least 100,000 persons travel to their 
work, the few cars were hopelessly over- 
loaded and tens of thousands walked. 

Members of Congress, Government 
Clerks and everybody else took even 
chances on getting transportation. Kv- 
ery available motor conveyance was 
pressed into service and jitnéy busses 
were brought from Baltimore. Taxicabs 
motor trucks and even horses and bug- 
Bies were in use. 

A street car strike doesn’t affecz 
Washington as it would tie up New 
York or Chicago or any other large 
city. The capital is not a commercial 
or manufacturing town and most of its 
working population is connected with 
the Government. 

The city nevér has had transportation 
difficuities on its hands before and the 
people took the situation good natured- 
ly, for the most part. The taxicabs and 
the improvised jitneys reaped a harvest. 
Man; public service corporations, such 
as the telephone cpmpany and the light- 
ing company, brought out their own mo- 
tor trucks to distribute their employes. 

The men demand a minimum wage of 
80 cents an hour and 10 hours’ work 
within 12 consecutive hours. One com- 
pany now pays 22% cents an hour and 
the other pays 25. The men contend 
some hai to be on call 16 to 18 hours to 


get in a day’s work. 
Officials of the railway companies 


maintain that the strike was called 
practically without warning early Sun- 
day micorning and that they have had no 
opportunity to confer with committees 
of men, but suddenly were confronted 
with labor organizers. = ~~ ~ |

Say Their Convent Was Taken by 
Carranza Government. 

NEW YORK, March 6.—A party of 30 
nuns of the Order of Salesians, who 
said their church and convent property 
at Morelas, Mexico, valued at $250,000, 
had been confiscated by the Carranza 
Government, arrived nere on the steam- 
ship Antonio Lopez from Mexican ports. 
They go to Spain. 

“Our convent, where for more than 
if years We had been educating children 
of the peons, was c'osed early in De- 
cember,”” one of the nuns said. *‘We 
were accused of being in sympathy with 
Gen. Carranza’s enemies and we were 
evidently convicted. At any rate, we 
were told to leave, being allowed to 
take with us only our persofial prop- 
erty.”

let articles in America and other small- 
er concerns, but no attempt was made 
to determine the possible losses of es- 
tablishments dealing in contraband, or 
even in conditional contraband~except 
as the latter constitutes part of the im- 
ports of the dental supplies in the for1u 
of gutta percha and rubber. 


The correspondent’s investigation wai 
confined solely to things at present held 
up by the blockade which could not di- 
réctly serve war purposes, 

Many millions of dollars’ worth of 
goods either have been held up or, 
though needed, have not been ordered 
because of the impossibility of gettinz 
them. Many more millions of invested 
capital probably will be lost completely. 
in the opinion of their investors, if there 
is not a speedy remedy. 


Women and children’s shoes, it is con- 
tended, are not contraband. Yet the 
American shoe men in Germany despair 
of ever being able to get any more be- 
cause they assume that England with- 
holds these articles on the theory that. 
without American goods, Germany must 
apply a considerable proportion of its 
leather stock to supply its civilian pop- 
ulation. With American shoes for wom- 
en and children, this leather could be 
used for soldiers’ footwear. 


Harts Only America, 

Business men in other lines—typewrit- 
ers for example—fail to understand what 
advantage the blockade can have, Amer- 
ica, and America only, they maintain, 
is being hurt. Germany, they say, has 
an abundance of metal, and the exclu- 
sion of American typewriters merely 
gives the German manufacturers of this 
machine an advantage that they have 
waited for in vain since the introduction 
of the industry here. 

A considerable item in the damage to 
Americans caused by the blockade lies 
in overhead expenses. Almost without 
exception the principal firms here find 
themselves with long-term leases on 
their hands. Though they face the ne- 
cessity of ‘‘shutting up shop’’ within a 
short time, their rents must be contin- 
ved as long as they have the money to 
pay them. 

All have had to discharge employes, 
and all have been hampered hy losing 
men who have been drawn into the 
army. One adding machine compaffy has 
reduced ita subsidiary concerns from ® 
to 20. 

The situation, at least for the firms 
dealing in mechanical devices, ig the 
more Serious because they not only are 
not able to import their machines, but 
because even shipments of “‘parts’’ were 
stopped, and they cannot in consequence 
carry out contracts made before thé war. 

Some Firms Prosper. 

The only American firms which have 
not reached an almost hopeless stage 
are those—principally the manufactur- 
ers of farming machinery—which have 
plants here in Germany, and which, 
therefore, are largely independent of 
imports. Many of these are said to be 
prospering by diverting temporarily thetr 
activities to the production of ammuni- 
tion. 

American importers of goods of every 
kiné long ago gave up Holland as a 
country through which they could get 
material. Scandinavia has become the 
médium through which the little dribbies 
that comes in. And the Scandinavian 
égountries, according to the consensus of 
epinion,; are busily occupied in 5 eee 
out for themselves.

APPEAL ASKS FOR 
CESSATION OF WAR 


Pontiff Again Begs Belligerents 
to Lay Down Arms in Hon- 
orable Compromise. 


ROME, March 6.—Pope Benedict, in a 
special letter, written for the Lenten 
season, says he cannot sit silent, in- 
different to the terrible conflict whica 
is rending Europe. He recalls all that 
he has done to induce the contending na- 


tions to lay down their arms, virtually 
throwing himself between the belliger- 
ents and conjuring them, in the name of 
the Almighty, to desist in their plan of 
mutual destruction. 

The Pontiff again sets forth the propo- 
sat which he made some months ago, 
as follows: 

‘Each belligerent should clearly state 
his desires, but should be ready to make 
necessary sacrifices of pride and par- 
tvular interests, thus ending the mon- 
strous conflict in accordance with jus- 
tice and re-establishing peace, advanta- 
geous to neither side, but profitable to 
all, and therefore a just and lasting 
peace, 

“Paternal Voice Not Heard.” 

‘This paternal voice,”’ continues the 
Fuope, “was not heard. Thus the war 
continues with all its horrors. I re- 
ivice that our cry for peace has had a 
profound echo in the hearts of the pbel- 
ligerent peoples, indeed, the peoples 
of the whole world, and has aroused @ 
deep desire to see the sanguinary con- 
flict soon cease. 

“I must, therefore, once more raise 

l my voice against this war, which ap- 
pears as the suicide of civilized Europe.” 

The second part of the letter deals 
with prayers, penance and alms in the 
neutral countries, the alms to be de- 
voted especially to the relief ‘‘of the 
pitiful children of those dead in this 
horrible war." 

On the occasion of Lent, the Pontiff 
las addressed to Cardinal Vicar Pom- 
pil! the following letter: 

“‘As the Universal pastor of Souls we 
could not, without failing in the duties 
inherent in the sublime mission of peace 
and love which God has entrusted us 
with, remain indifYerent to the direful 
conflict which is rending Europe and 
remain siler®. 

Calls It Awful Spectacle. 

“It is for this reason that at the be- 
ginning of our pontificate in the an- 
guish which filled our heart fn the 
presence of such an awful spectacle, we 
tried on several occasions through our 
exhortations and counsels to persuade 
the belligerent nations to lay down their 
arms and adjust their dissensions in 
any way compatible with human digni- 
ty, by means of an amicable entente 

“We threw ourselves, as it were, be- 
tween the belligerent peoples, as a 
father between his sons in a struggic 

Ve conjured them in the name of that 
God whose justice and charity are 1r- 
inite to renounce their designs of mu- 
tual destruction, to make .known, once 
for all, with clarity in a direct or in- 
direct manner, the desires of each vf 
the parties, taking into consideration 
vithin the ilmits o€ justice and possi- 
hillity, the aspirations of the people:’, 
accepting if need be for the sake wv? 
equity and the common good of na- 
tions, the obligatory and necessary sac- 
rifices of pride and particular interests. 

Only Way for Settlement, 


‘Such was, and such remains, the 


, only way of settling the monstrous con- 


flict according to the rules of justica 
and for arriving at a peace which 
would be advantageous not alone to one 
of the parties, but to all, and which 
would be just as lasting. 

“Our paternal voice, unhappily, has 
ot been heeded up to the present, and 
the war continues furiously, with all 
‘ts horrors. 


“Notwithstanding that, we cannct and 
inust not keep silent. It is not permit- 
ted to the father, whose sons are etfi- 
&aged in fierce battles among then:- 
selves, to cease warning them because 
-they do not heed his exhortations and 
fears. 

“On the other hand you know that our 
repeated ippeal for peace did net ab- 
tain the desired effect. 

“It had, however, a profound écho 
in, and permeated like a balin, the heart 
of the belligerent peoples, and moreover, 
in that of the peoples of the entire 
world, and awoke a lively and ardert 
desire to see the bloody cuntflict settled 
as soon as possible. 

Raises Voice Agnin. 

“It is not possible for us, therefore, to 
refrain from raising once again our 
voice against this war, which appears 
to us as the suicide of civilized Burona. 
We must not neglect to suggest and in- 
dicate, when circumstances permit any 
means which would be likely to contrib- 
ute to attaining this much desired goal. 

“A favorable occasion is offered us by 
some pious ladies who have :nanifest- 
ed an Intention to form among them- 
selves, in view of the approaching holy 
+) days, a spiritual union of praver and 
n.ortification, in order to obtain mors 
easily from the infinite mercy of Goda 
cessation of the frightful calamity. 

“We have often raised constant prayer 
and the Christian penance ::s the on'y 
comfort for our heart, as for every hu- 
man heart, in the distress engendered 
by this horrible fratericidal war and as 
a very efficacious means for imploring 
from the Lord the peace to which we 
aspire. 

“The project which we have just ex- 
pounded could not fail to be very agree- 
able to us. That is why we biessed it 
with all the outpouring of our paternal 
sentiments. We now commend it pub- 
licly in our desire that all the faithful 
adopt it in their turn. 

Asks for Prayers. 

“We therefore feel confident that pot 
only at Rome, but in all Italy, and in 
the other belligerent countries, Catholic 
families, especially during the next days 
consecrated »y the church to penance, 
will retire within themselves, far fron 


| worldly spectacies and amusement, in 


portune and in harmony with the af- 
fliction of every noble heart. 

“The mothers, wiyes, daughters and 
sisters of the combatants feel that more 
vividly than anyone else in the tender: 
ness and goodness of their souls, and 
they measure the immensity of the 
calamity evidenced by this horrible war. 
We exhort them in a most especial way 
to make use of the example they set 
and of the benign power they exert in 
their homes in order to bring all the 
members vf their family to offer to God 
in this propitious time, in these days of 
salvation a cantinuous and more fervent 
prayer and present to His divine throne 
the offering of voluntary’ sacrifices 
which appease His just wrath. 


His Special Appeal. 

Furthermore the Catholic families of 
all the belligerent nations will answer 
more fully our desire if they. devote 
more particularly to such pious occu- 
pations the day which is consecrated to 
the sublime commemoration of the Cod- 
man in these hours, which His divine 
charity has made eternally memor- 
able. 

“The will ask him through the inter- 
cession of His mother of suffering, but 
also mother of indomitable courage and 
queen of martyrs; they will ask Him, 
who has willed to redeem through His 
suffering and make brothers all the 
sons of Adam, grace to bear with 
magnanimity and Christian resignation 
the anguish and very painful losses 
caused by the war. They will beseech 
Him to bring to an end the trial already 
so long and terrible. 

‘“‘And also because alms serve to re- 
deem the sins and appease divine just- 
ice, we should wish that every family, 
in a measure proportionate to its re- 
sources, make an offering of a mite in 
charity for distribution to the poor and 
unhappy, so dear to the Redeemer, tu 
succor especially the unfortunate sons 
of those who died in this horrible war. 

“In the hope, finally, that to these 
works of Christian piety they will de- 
vote themselves, prompted by a tender 
sentiment of humane compassion and 
more strongly still by the supernatural! 
charity which must unite the sons of 
the same heavenly father, the families 
of the neutral countries, we with our 
whole heart, grant you and all the 
Catholic women and families whom we 
have just mentioned our apostolic bene- 
diction.”

WITH SYMPHONY 


Andre Polah Shows Great Lyric 
Individuality and Poetic 
Grace. 


Before one of the largest crowds ever 
gathered at the Odeon, Andre Polah, 


Dutch violinist, made his American de-|, 


but as a concert violinist at the Sym- 
phony Orchestra’s popular concert, yes- 
terday afternoon. He is 27 years old 
and was a pupil in Berlin of Theodore 
Epiering a former St. Louisan. He was 
discovered by Director Zach during the 
orchestra’s recent visit to Springfield, 
Mo., where Polah gives a few hours of 
violin lessons at Drury College each 
week. He has been engaged in writing 
the music for Rose O’Neil’s forthcoming 
“Kewplies”’ operetta. 

The soloist said this was the first time 
he had appeared as a concert artist in 
six years, for he served in Berlin as di- 
rector of a string band. He added that 
bis nerves have not recovered from the 
shock of his arrest as a spy at the 
beginning of the war, when he was 
taken in handcuffs to the Spandau fort- 
tess, with the expectation of being shot. 
Therefore he was somewhat agitated 
during the first movement of Mendels- 
sohn’s concerto in E Minor, and not 
quite able to do himself justice. But he 
recovered his poise, and played the other 
two movements admirably. 

His tone is not big, but it has lyric 
individuality, and his instrument sang 
the slow movement with a charming 
and poetic grace. The ‘“‘allegro molto 
vivace” revealed a fluent technique. The 
‘audience, which welcomed him with 
much kindness, seemed to find in him 
the possibilities of a remarkable vio- 
linist, for he has an abundance of talent 
and temperament. 

The program as a whole was one of 
Director Zach's best ‘“‘pop” concert of- 
ferings. There were three “first-time” 
compositions by Americans, ‘“‘Slumber- 
Bong” and ‘“Aubade,” by George F. 
Boyle of Baltimore, and a colorful 
“Valse Triste,”’ by Frederick Lillebridge, 
the well-known St. Louis pianist-com- 
poser. The concert ended with Tschai- 
kowsky’s popular ‘“‘Nutcracker Suite.”’ 

It was announced yesterday that_John 
Alden Carpenter’s suite, ‘“‘Adventufes tn 
a Perambulator,” which was played for 
the first time here at the regular con- 
certs of last week, will be repeated at 
the conoerts Friday and Saturday, in 
response to popular demand.

FIGURES IN FOREIGN 
DUNS OF NCARAGUA 


Germany, Britain and Italy In- 
sisting That Uncle Sam Col- 
lect Their Claims.

blue book, containing its diplomatic cor- 
respondence for 1914, just published by 
the Ministry of Foreign Relations of 
Nicaragua, discloses the details of some 
interesting episodes that bear on the 
ubligations and duties of the United 
3tates under its Monroe doctrine. They 
-elate to demands made upon Nicaragua 
by Germany, Great Britain and Italy 
for the payment of debts due their sub- 
jects, resident in Nicaragua, and the 
inability of this Government to meet 
the strenuous requests. 

The concluding episodes have not yer 
been pubiished, relating to the inter- 
vention of the United States in the af- 
fair, but are no secret. 

The Government of Nicaragua ewes, 
and acknowledges, considerable amounts 


money porrowec, part for merchandise 
bought, and a large part for claims for 
damages to person or property. Two- 
thirds of the floating and internal debts 
of and claims against Nicaragua g0 
back to the regime of the late dictator, 
Zelaya, besides five-sixths of the bond- 
ed debt. 


Appeal Made to the TU. &. 
Upon mis downfall in 1910 and the as- 


sumption of the Government by the 
present administration it asked the 
United States for advice and assist- 
ance, especially in relation to a settle- 
ment and payment of the floating debts 
and claims, amounting on their face to 
over $6,000,000. 

The American Minister, the late 
Thomas C. Dawson, sent by the State 
Department to Nicaragua for the pur- 
pose, arranged, among other things, 
that the Government should appoint a 
Claims Commission, for the adjudication 
and settlement of all the un 
floating and miscellancous debts, for- 
eign and internal. 

On Oct. 27, 1913, the British Minister 
to Central America wrote, calling at- 
tention to the adjustment of all Brit- 
ts.. claims into one sum of $100,000 (to 
be exact, 19,800 pounds), made in Jan- 
vary, 1912, and February, 1913, that this 
Government had been patient durtng 
Nicaragua's financial distress. : 

Nicaragua answered that it had paid 

no claims of foreigners, that it did not 
even have sufficient revenues to pay 
the current salaries of its employes, and 
pleaded for further time. 
- On Feb. 2, 1914, the Chargs d@’Affaires 
of the German legation in Central 
America, Heinrich von Frantzius, wrote 
to Nicaragua, calling attention to a 
claim of $80) against the Government 
by a Swiss under German protection, one 
Bohenblust, and that because of the fail- 
ure to be paid he had to borrow money 
whose interest was growing, “for which 
I should be very sorry to have to hold 
your Government responsible later.’’ 

On Feb. 6. Von Frantzius wrote again 
demanding payment of $30,860, said to be 
owed to a German engineer, Ernest 
Mueller, for some rafiroad surveying at 
Monkey Point. 


TRS eR 


Pressed Claim . Personally. 
Not satisfied with, writing notes, 


Charge von Frantzius came personally 
from his legation in Guatemala to Nica- 
ragua to press the claims of the German 
residents, amounting altogether to $370,- 
000. One of these claims was a peculiar 
case. The Government of Nicaragua 
owed a considerable amount, over $30,000, 
to Francisco Brockmann & Co., German 
merchants and coffee growers, of Nica- 
ragua. 

On top of all these troubles Nicara- 
gua’s woes were enhanced by some very 
pointed and spirited demands made by 
Italy’s Minister to Central America, 
Sig. Guiseppe Notari. On Deo. 28, 1913, 
he wrote, recounting the claim of an 
Italian, resident, one Rafael d’Auria, in 
Nicaragua, whose store at Masaya was 
looted by the Government troops during 
the fierce battle in the streets of that 
town with Mena’s revolutionary forces 
in September, 1912, that Nicaragua had 
assigned out of a-million dollars bor- 
rowed in October, 1913, $100,000 for the 
payment of claims allowed .by the Mixed 
Claims Commission, that the claim of 
D’Auria and other Italian subjects had 
not been paid at all. 

Nicaragua answered that it recognized 
the claim, but it had no money, and 
would pay when its financial condition 
permitted, 

The Italian Minister replied on April 2. 
1914, reviewing various claims owed to 
Italian subjects (amounting to $700,000), 
charged that Nicaragua had paid claims 
to Nicaraguans and to German subjects 
all of whom he mentioned by name, and 
that during the same time the “claims 
of the Italian subjects were ignored. 

It was stiff diplomatic talk. Nica- 
ragua’s Minister of Foreign AY¥fairs re- 
plied that the data submitted by the 
Italian Minister was in some cases ¢x- 
aggerated, that Nicaragua had made 
no general payments, and no prefer- 
ences, that the country’s finances were 
in deplorable condition, but as soon as 
possible ft would pay the claims. 
$0 Secretary Bryan's well-intended 
efforts to have Nicaragua pay the claims 
allowed by the Mixed Claims Commission 
caused this unhappy republic muc] 
trouble and grief by bringing down a 
swarm of foreign creditors. So far this 
story is taken from the official records. 

i follows is not yet a matter of 
record, but is told by_the N 
officials as follows: , Te 
Having failed to get the debts due their 
subjects paid by Nicaragua, the German 
Italian and British Governments trans- 
ferred their activity to Washington, their 
respective Ambassadors taking up thelr 
case against Nicaragua with the Secre- 
tary of State. 

This is where the Monroe Doctrine 
comes into play. If the United States 
has any rights under the Monroe Doc- 
trine it also has some obligations. It is

Hasn't Any Money. 

Where the money is to come from no- 
body in Nicaragua knows. The un- 
bonded floating debt and claims amount 
in gross or face value to some $9,000,000, 
not all regarded in equity worth 10¢ 
cents on the dollar, however. This would 
not be a large sum for some countries, 
but for a little nation like Nicaraguz, 
whtdse income is only $2,000,000 or so a 
year, and who is able to meet necessary 
current expenses only by the greatest 
economy, it is apparent that to pay 
debts also will be a financial feat of 
the first water.

Perfected Device to Draw 
Current From Air. 


WORKED ON IT 4 YEARS 


Was Knocked Unconscious Four 
Times Last Week in Test- 
ing Apparatus.

KANSAS CITY, March 6.—After four 


years of unrelenting toil Harry Perrigo 
of 2511 Park avenue believes he has 
perfected an invention for drawing elec- 
tricity out of the air by means of an 
accumulator. He explains it by saying 
that by twisting coils in a certain way 
and connecting them that a high fre- 
quency current is taken from the alr, 
after which it is reduced down and 
then ‘“‘stepped up.’’ 

The device that is to do the work will 
be about a foot in each of its dimen- 
sions. It is planned to retail at @ 
small cost. Once installed, Perrigo says, 
there will be no further expense, ‘There 
will be nothing to wear out. Power for 
lighting, heating, cooking and for all 
household work will flow constantly— 
aud cost nothing. 

Most of the experiments have been car- 
ried on in a shop in the back yard of 
Perrigo’s home. There he has his coils, 
his lights and all the numerous little 
tnystic contrivances that he needs to 
carry on his work. Two mechanics are 
employed constantly at work under his 
direction. Since last July he has de- 
voted his entire time to the work. Pre- 
vious to that he was employed in the 
electric department of the Pord Motor 
Co. here. He was shocked into uncon- 
sciousness four times last week. The 
severe shocks he receives comes when 
te is testing the power. But he takes 
no unnecessary chances: Bvery time he 
makes a test his physician, Dr. L E. 
Taylor, is with him to give immediate 
treatment in case anything goes wrang 
The inventor stands on a marble slab 
covered with warm paper. His feet are 
incased in rubber shoes, and he wears 
rubber gloves., 

The testing phase of the work, how- 
ever, is nearly over. One more test 
he says, and he is through. 

‘The only thing left is the minor de- 
tails,’ he said today. ‘The invention 
in a success. I have perfected my im- 
provements. I could knock off work to- 
day and the invention would be ready 
to put in use. But I am just finishing 
up the loose ends. 

“I could sell out now for millions to 
the electric light companies, but they 
would never use the device, and they 
will never get it. The poor people will 
get the benefit of this. It will be for 
them. 

“Every drawing and every explanation 
has been set down, and the papers are in 
n safety deposit vault. Nothing will 
ever prevent the work from getting «o 
the public.”

Dynamiters Help Oomplete 
Which Required 12 Years. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., March 6— 
After 12 years of convict labor, the east 
wing of the Federal Prison here has 
been. completed. It is 351 feet long, 65 
feet wide and has 500 cells. The com- 
ing of the dynamite conspirators—33 
men trained in every phase of the con- 
struction of buildings—to prison three 
years ago accelerated the work.

The motion to table the armed ship warning 
adopted by the Senate and submitted to the 
House today is not wholly satisfactory. It does 
not clearly define the stand of Congressmen on 
the armed ship issue. 

Through Senator Gore’s trickery the tabled 
Senate resolution contained an amendment de- 
claring that the killing of an American citizen 
on an unarmed merchant ship would be a just 
cause for war. One Senator at least—Borah— 
voted against tabling the resolution although op- 
posed to it. 

If the House shal! table the McLemore resolu- 
tion, which seems assured, the action of Congress 
wil be significant and wholesome. It expresses 
the opinion of an overwhelming congressional ma- 
jority against interference with the President’s 
foreign policy and that 2 warning resolution 
should not be passed. The great body of support- 
ers of the motion heartily support the Presi- 
dent’s policy and have confidence in both his will 
to maintain peace if possible and his skill to 
avoid war if it can be done without sacrificing 
American honor and American rights. 

Perhaps it would be wise to let Congress stand 
on this action. The Government’s hands would 
be strengthened if a resolution of warning were 
voted down in both houses. But the issue of pro- 
tecting American rights on the seas may come 
before Congress in more serious form than a 
resolution of warning to Americans to forego 
their rights. Undoubtedly if the President finds 
that he cannot settle the issue satisfactorily by 
diplomatic means or if the issue becomes acute 
by reason of another outrage against Americans 
and American rights, he will lay the whole ques- 
tion of our relations with Germany before Con- 
gress. It may have to act upon a serious issue 
involving war. 

From one standpoint the ruction in Congress, 
forced by the pacifimaniacs, is beneficial. It ex- 
poses another phase of foreign conspiracies to 
cont@! American action in this war. It threshes 
out the propaganda to control congressional ac- 
tion through the influence of domestic poli- 
tics. The work of the conspirators has been 
varied and vigorous. It has ranged from abuse 
and vilification of America, the President and all 
those who support America and our neutrality to 
bomb-plots against American industries, threats 
of violence and threats of sedition and to assaults 
upon Americanism in the seat of government. 

The situation is clearer now. The people un- 
derstand it better. Opinion is rapidly crystalliz- 
ing into a force which will unify all Americans 
against all anti-Americans.

Gen. Luke Wright has said with picturesque 
truth, that there is more fight in the Monroe 
Doctrine than in a barrel of whisky.

Consider the one extension of this many-sided 
doctrine that was made in a message of Presi- 
dent Grant to Congress in 1869, when, discuss- 
ing foreign-owned territory in the Americas, he 
said:

In the following year the United States actual- 
ly tnterposed to prevent the cession of the Island 
of St. Bartholomew by Sweden to Italy. 

What sovereign and independent state in the 
world can admit that another can prevent the 
free disposal of its own property upon its own 
terms and to whom it pleases? That is the 
essence of sovereignty, and to deny it. is to 
deny sovereignty. This position has no legal 
foundation and can be supported by force alone. 
It is the point where our self-preservation comes 
into conflict with the sovereign rights of other 
states; it is not arbitrable or justifiable; it 
rests alone upon superior force, and that alone 
will preserve it.

The busi- 
ness concerns of Salem during many years in 
which John Hall ‘has spent $10,000 with them, 
have bought only $42 worth of advertising in 
the Sun. Thus, so far as the outer world is 
concerned, Salem’s material prosperity and 
thrift are a secret. If there is anything worth 
while in Salem except the Sun, the matter is 
strictly confidential. On the other hand, the 
facts stand out in this week’s issue that Salem 
has no electric lights and its roads are so bad 
that people who ought to be driving motors are 
driving a yoke of steers. Salem is “run down 
at the heels”; needs “painting and sprucing up.” 
Most of the population are delinquent in taxes.

NO DANOING IN BERLIN. 
Since all of Germany was put under martial 


law, three months ago, dancing has been pro- 
hibited in Berlin and other large centers, 


The order was issued by the President of 


Police, countersigned by the Military Governor 
of each place. The day after the order was 
promulgated, all permits including dancing were 
withdrawn from places of public amusements. 
Even beer gardens that used to have special 
halls for the amusement have been enjoined. 


Only since Jan. 15, however, have the police 


been severe in the execution of the order in 
private places; and various arrests have resulted 
in comparatively heavy penalties, including in- 
carceration. 


A test case was brought before the Landger- 


icht, that of the widow Wodarg, who permitted 
a group of young people, who were enjoying an 
evening at her house, to dance in her side yard. 
The police promptly scattered the dancers, and 
arrested Mrs. Wodarsg.

IF WE ARE GOOD NO ARMY OR NAVY WILL BE NEEDED 


Pacificists Would Leave to Foreign Judgment the Question How 
““Good”’ We Should Have to Be—France, Belgium, Greece 


“If we conduct ourselves in a neutral 
way,” asserts Senator Wesley L. Jones, 
‘none of the countries engaged in it 
(the present war) will want to get into 
a contest with us.” 

Pretty much the same view is taken 
by President Nicholas Murray Butler of 
Columbia University: “No people will be 
hostile to us unless we, by our conduct, 
make them so. President Butler thinks 
that the functions of our army and 
navy should be confined to “police, phil- 
anthropic and sanitary’ service, and 
that we “should put behind us forever 
the notion that we must arm in peace 
as a preventive of war." 

The whole pacifist case for unprepar- 
edness hinges on that opinion. If it 
were true that no people will be hostile 
to us unless, by preparedness, we make 
them so, preparedness would be wanton 
waste and folly, for we have no aggres- 
sive designs tn the territorial integrity 
of any country anywhere. We do not 
covet our neighbors’ lands. We have 
undeveloped territory and resources suf- 
ficient for five times as many people as 
now dwell under the stars and stripes. 

But it is not true. We have been 
scrupulously neutral throughout this 
war. We have not taken a single alien 
life nor tried to take one. We have not 
interfered anywhere with the trade and 


commerce of the world. We have been 


. . 


80 scrupulous in our efferts to obey the 
law of nations that the belligerent Gov- 
ernments have not even lodged an ac- 
cusation that we have in any way vio- 
lated international law. 

We have been more than neutral; we 
have been chivalric and generous. Our 
people have given enormously te funds 
and organizations laboring in the war 
zones to mitigate the horrors of war—to 
nurse the wounded, te feed the fam- 
ished to care for the refugees. 

Yet we are attacked on land and on 
sea. Our women and children have been 
siain; cur lawful cargoes have been 
confiscated; our lawful ships have been 
halted at the cannon’s mouth and men 
under the protection of the flag taken 
off and imprisoned. As Mr. Roosevelt 
is pointing during ‘the last three 
years “more of our citizens have beon 
killed by Mexicans, Germans, Austrians 
and Haitians than during the entire 
Spanish war.” 

The whole anti-preparedness case of 
pacifists like Mr. Butler and Mr. Jones 
stands on the.assumption that we can 
safely leave our rights, interests and 
rational safety to the sense of justice 
of foreign nations; that always al! of 
these foreign Governments will look at 
American rights, lberties and interests 
as we look at them. 

This is analogous to gaying ost an 


: : 


| American citizen need never defend his 
interests in an American court of law. 
That no one ever sue him unless by 
his conduct he invites suit. That if he 
has large property interests he need not 
spend money for legal defense, because 
he can safefly and confidently yield his 
judgment and his sense of justice to the 
sense of justice of every other man and 
woman living in his judicial juris-lic- 
tion. 


President Butler and Senator Jones 
say, in the first place, that none cf 
the other nations of the world wi:l at- 
tack us if we are neutral and ic not 
attack them, and, in the second place 
they will not have the strength or the 
resources to attack us when the Euro- 
pean war is done. 

‘Not one of the belligerents will be 
able to attack any other country for 
a generation if it wanted to,” says 
President Butler. “Even the most mill- 
tary of European states, at the end of 
this war, will find itself as Servia and 
Bulgaria found themselves after the long 
struggie in theBalkans. 

That was an unfortunate illustration 
for Mr. Butler. Since it was uttered 
Bulgaria, the country which he thought 
exhausted in the Balkan wars, exhaust- 
ed for a generation, has plunged into 
the greater fray as an ally of the cen- 
tral Powers. 


The exact converse of that reason- 
ing ie true. As Major-General Wood 
told the Senate Military Committee 
Wednesday, “there isn’t going to be any 
weakness abroad after this war is over. 
You will find that more male children 
will have been born than have been 
killed or injured.”

FOR BOXING BOUTS 


Hugh Mcindoe, Delegate to Na- 
tional Defense Convention, 


Supports Ring Sport. 


Mayor Hugh McIndoe of Joplin, Mo., 
who was a visitor in St. Louis for sev- 
eral days as a delegate to the Na- 
tional Defense Conference of Mayors, 


passed by the City Council of his home 
town creating a municipal boxing com- 
mission that is to regulate and super- 
vise all exhibitions of boxing given in 


Joplin. 

This ordinance becomes effective 
March 26, and in outlining its provisions 
Mayor MclIndoe called attention to its 
impelling motive—the uplift of boxing 
as a legitimate sport. The more essen- 
tial features of the ordinance are as fol- 
lows: 

' CLUBS must be operated un- 
der charter issued by the State; 
must have permanent headquar- 
ters, and must be equipped with 
paraphernalia for physical devel- 
opment. 

BOXING BOUTS limited to not 
more than 16 rounds. 


CLEAN-BREAK RULB, and 
strict enforcement of Marquis of 
Queensberry rules, except that 
kidney punch is barred. 


CONTESTANTS under 18 years 
of age must not compete except 
by unanimous consent of the 
commission. 

PEMALE 
barred, 

MEDICAL EXAMINATION §re- 

uired at least three hours be- 
ore entering the ring for bout. 


‘ REMUNERATION for each con- 

testant must be definite sum, 
stipulated prior to bout. 

SPECTATORS must be over 16 
years of age. 

NO DECISION by the referee, 
except in cases of foul or unnec- 
essary disqualification of a con- 
testant. 

REFEREE to be appointed by 
commission, for each show. 

OFFICIAL ANNOUNCER to be 
selected by club, but approved by 
commission. 

NO BETTING permitted 
premises. 

BOISTEROUS REMARKS, 
seemly conduct and profane lan- 
guage prohibited. For this clubs 
will be held responsible, and re- 
vocation of license to follow non-
